Cottonseed Urged 


Creekmore Says Farmers 


Fail to Receive Prem- 


ium for Product 


NEW ORLEANS -(/P)— To obtain 


premiums on cottonseed for the farm- 
ers, E. F. Creekmore, general man- 
ager of the American Cotton Co-ope- 
rative Association, Thursday announc- 
ed that the association on behalf of 
200,000 organized farmers, will ask 
Congress to pass a bill providing for 
federal grading of cottonseed. 


Such a bill was introduced in Con- 


gress at its last session by Repre- 
sentative Marvin Jones of Texas, but 
failed to carry. The bill has the en- 
dorsement of the American Cotton Co- 
operative Association. 


Mr. Creekmore said that 
cotton 


growers of the South are selling $75,- 
000,000 worth of cottonseed this seas- 
on without receiving premiums, large- 
ly because the state and federal gov- 
ernments have failed to set up the 
kind of grading for cottonseed which 
have been provided for other agricul- 
tural products. 


"Arkansas ginners testified at a re- 


cent hearing in Memphis,' said Creek- 
more, "that the yare receiving prem- 
iums fsom the mills, but 'didn't know 
how to pass the premiums along to 
the farmers'." 


Failure to give adequate grading 


service for cottonseed, Creekmore said, 
has resulted in "wide fluctuations in 
price and oportunity for misunder- 
standing and exploitation of growers."

Parents Guilty of 


Cruelty to Child 


Father of Edith Riley Ad- 


mits Offspring Became 


"Obnoxious" to Him 


WASHINGTON — (JP)-r- The father 


and stepmother of 12-year-old Edith 
Riley Thursday were found guilty of 
cruelty to their child. 


The verdict was announced .by Jus- 


tice F. D. Letts, in District of Colum- 
bia Supreme court, after the father 
Harry N. Riley, admitted that his chil- 
dren had become "obnoxious" to him 


Sentence will be imposed next week. 


The maximum penalty is two years 
in the penitentiary. 


Referring to testimony that Edith 


was kept in a dark closet for four 
years, was beaten and otherwise mis- 
treated, Justice Letts said he had 
hoped it was "impossible for human 
beings to be guilty" of such conduct. 


"But the evidence, produced has not 


been refuted." he said. "The father 
says very little to refute it. I find 
each guilty as charged.' 


Riley was the last defense witness 


examined. He denied he ever had 
been cruel to Edith or that he had 
seen his wife mistreat the child. Mrs. 
Riley did not testify. 


"I'd be a mighty poor man," he 


said, "to stand for any woman, no 
matter who she was, hurting my own 
flesh and blood." 


He said that Mrs. Riley's "mental 


condition is very bad," that his son, 
Francis, had been "caught in a few 
lies" and that his daughter, Louise, 
left home after he struck her for stay- 
ing out late one night. 


"Your own children had become ob- 


noxious to you?" asked William H. 
Collins, the assistant district attorney 
conducting the prosecution. 


"Yet, sir," Riley replied. 
Edith was taken from her parents 


six weeks ago and placed in Gallinger 
hospital for 
treatment.

The Indestructible Bible—Text 1st 


Peter 1;23. 


The word* "Bible," 
means 


Book," because it is the most im- 
portant book ever written. It is com- 
posed of 68 volumes, by 30-odd writ- 
ers and was wrlten from 1500 B. C. 
to 98 A. D. The first part is 3400 years 
old. Although written by so many 
different men and at different times 
it appears as though written by one 
person, and so it is, us the Holy Spirit 
iq the author. "Holy men spake as 
they were moved by the Holy Ghost," 
and so Ood is the author of the Bible. 
It is an inspired book, but not as 
other books, for these men were under 
the influence of the Third Person of 
the Trinity.

CHICKEN HATCHING MACHINE: 


The Albany Argus describes a chick- 
en hatching machine, the Invention of 
Mr. L, V. Hoffman, of that city, Th« 
editor gays the machine Which he ex- 
amined is of the dlmentlons of an 
ordinary sized trunk and 18 capable of 
hatching between 500 and 600. It is 
made of tin and is surrounded by wat- 
er warmed to a suitable degree of 
temperature by twd heaters, one on 
either side. One heater is adapted to

night by a solar lamp, burning less 
than a pint of damaged lard. Con- 
nected with the oven proper is a 
brooding chamber so constructed that 
the same heat which imparts the nec- 
essary temperature to the oven above 
is reflected to the chamber above 
throwing a general warmth on the 
"mother," (a dressed sheepskin With 
the wool on and capable of being fit-
